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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Webster in view of Koeppe, Jr. et al. Regarding claim 1 1 Webster US 4,1 1 1 ,321 
teaches a loading device for a truck comprising: 

a telescoping hook lift arm (13) with a pivotal jib member (14); 

said jib pivoting about a support member as well as being longitudinally movable 
relative to said support member; 

wherein said support member is pivotal about a rear of the truck the device is 
mounted upon; 

body locks (29) on the device to cooperate with lugs on a container to lock the 
container to the vehicle; 

wherein said locks maintain the rear of the container at a predetermined position 
relative the rear of the vehicle, no mater what length container is used; 

a hydraulic control system for controlling the movement of all portions of the 
device, said system including automatically controlled switches for restricting hydraulic 
fluid flow. Webster does not teach the lugs on the container as actuating a switch to 
restrict fluid flow to a cylinder. Koeppe, Jr. et al. US 5,864,103 teaches using a limit 
switch to restrict fluid flow to a hydraulic cylinder based on the movement between a 
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container (1) and a predetermined stopping point. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, at the time of invention to provide the device taught by Webster 
with a limit switch as taught by Koeppe Jr. et al. in order to automatically stop the 
container at a predetermined position by stopping extension of the hydraulic actuator 
when the container has reached said predetermined spot. 

Regarding claim 2 Webster teaches placing a tab on each side of the container 
to mate with a lock on each side of the vehicle. 

Regarding claims 12 and 13 Webster teaches placing the stops on the container 
such that the container extends a predetermined distance from the rear of the hoist, no 
mater what size container is used. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendments to the claims filed on January 16, 2008 have been entered into 
the record. The amendments have rendered the 35 U.S.C. 112 rejections moot and 
they are hereby withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed January 16, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the Webster device does not dump a 
container, but they are directed to figure 3 in which the device is in a position for tipping 
a container. While they do not call it dumping, the tipping of the container will dump its 
content behind the vehicle. As such Webster teaches a vehicle that operates to perform 
the same task as the instant invention, just without a limit switch, which is taught by the 
secondary reference. As such the rejection is deemed proiper and hereby made final. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
